Another outside water permit 
was granted by the Upland city 
council last night under its “hard- 
ship” clause, this time to a resi- 
dent of the College Heights dis- 
trict. 

Eugene Bellows, 1808 West Ninth 
Street, in his appeal to the city, 
said that water.for his three lots 
had been approved before the coun- 
cil called a halt to providing water 
outside of the city limits last year. 

It was brought out by R. G. 
Manley, city manager, that the 
water line extended to Bellows’ 
property but it had not been com- 
pleted because the city had run 
out of meters at that time. While 
there is no building on the lot now, 
the construction of a home is con- 
templated in the near future. 
Houses have been built on the other 
two lots owned by Bellows and his 
brother-in-law.

“Third Round’ 
Wage Increase 


DETROIT (#)—The CIO Unit- 
ed Auto Workers announced to- 
day they would seek a wage in- 
crease of 25 cents an hour and an 
additional five cents for other 
benefits in forthcoming negotia- 
tions with the motor car indus- 
try. 

The demands, approved by the 
union’s 22-man executive © board. 
are aimed at obtaining a third 
round of cost-of-living adjust- 
ments since the war. 

Also included are demands fer 
a guaranteed weekly wage and a 
three week vacation for‘ workers 
with five years seniority. 

A 25 cent wage increase would 
boost average pay for the auto 
workers to roughly $1.75 an hour. 


The additional five cents an 
hour would cover hospitalization, 
health, medical and surgical in- 
surance, 


‘A 25 cent wage increase is nec- 
essary,”’ the board’s statement 
Said, “to restore the buying power 
of auto workers’ wages to the lev- 
el attained in June, 1946, the last 
month of effective price control.”

German Ruhr 


15,000 Workers Idle in Protest 
Of Food Shortages; Fear Spread 


BERLIN, (P)—Some 75,000 German workers were idle 
today in four Ruhr valley cities in strikes protesting food short- 
ages. Authorities feared the strike movement would spread 
swiftly in Germany's industrial heart where hunger grips 
4,000,000 workers. Many of them are living on starvation 


diets. 


German newspapers in the western occupation zones 
linked the labor crisis with what they call a Communist master 


scheme, “Protocol M.” 

About 50,000 owrkers 
out of Duisburg, Muehlheim and 
Dinslaken, quietly and withcut 
demonstrations. About 25,000 al- 
eady were on strike at Oberhau- 
sen. 

TRAINS RUNNING 

Coal miners and most workers 
in essential services rebained on 
their jobs. Shiploadings at Duis- 
burg, the huge inland port at the 
iunction of the Rhine and Ruhr 
rivers, continued uninterrupted. 
Freight trains were halted at 
Duisburg, but passenger trains 
were running. 

Strikes and possible riots were 
predicted last night by Hans 
Boeckler, head of the German fea- 
eration of trade unions, after a 
conference of German and British 
officials on the food crisis, which 
ended without any acticn to re- 
lieve the shortages. 

Boeckler, a@ moderate, said he 
is opposed to the strikes, but that 
stoppages are certain when pe»- 
ple are hungry. 

Simultaneously, Germany's 
sputtering political situation boil-

split with Moscow-directed com- 


munists and formed an opposition 
party. 

The Moscow radio added its bit 
to the Ruh’s turbulent political 
pot by broadcasting a special pro- 
gram to hungry Ruhr miners seek:

Appearing before the councik 
men to urge that speedy action be 
tarken to secure the “much-need- 
ed traffic lights,’ City Planner 
Otto Christensen pointed to the 
city of Monrovia as an example 
where between seven and eight 
traffic lights have been installed 
on the highway, several of them 
at very minor corners. 

“In some fashion someone has 
had the energy and industry to 
produce what we in Upland have 
failed to do,” he declared. 

TRAFFIC FLUIDITY 

Pointing out that “we have two 
important crossings,” here in Up- 
land, Christensen questioned that 
installation of traffic lights at 
Euclid and Campus would inter- 
fere with the fluidity of the traffic 
on Foothill boulevard. They would 
not need to be operated 24 hours 
a day, he said, and could be shut 
off ‘in the dead of night so they 
would not jeopordize the fluidness 
of traffic.” ; 

The heavy flow of traffic on 
Foothill is not due to any action 
of the planning commission of city 
ecuncii, Christensen said, point- 
ing out that it existed long before 
the city of Upland lifted the ban 
on business establishments on the 
boulevard. 

“We, in this community feel 
we should have it (traffic lights)”,
